A  Measure  of  Trust 


The  sounds  of  progress 
surround  us.  The  digging, 
blasting  and  pounding 
emanating  from  the  construction 
site  are  our  daily  reminders  that 
our  project  is  well  underway.

the  role  of  social  relationships 
within  schools  and  their  impact  on 
student  achievement.  These  experts 
concluded  that  a  broad  base  of  trust 
among  the  members  of  a  school 
community  helps  lubricate  a 
school's  day-to-day  functioning. 

The  researchers  found  that  in 
schools  where  there  was  continuous 
institutional  improvement,  based 
on  improved  and  measured  student 
achievement,  there  was  also  a  high 
degree  of  relational  trust  within  the 
school. 

The  researchers  identified  four 
vital  signs  for  assessing  trust  in 
schools: 

1 .  Respect.  Do  we  acknowledge 
one  another's  dignit\'  and 
ideas?  Do  we  interact  in 
courteous  ways? 

2.  Competence.  Do  we  believe  in 
each  other's  abilit}'  and 
willingness  to  Rilfill  our 
responsibilities  effectively? 

3.  Personal  regard.  Do  we  care 
about  each  other  professionally 
and  personally? 

4.  Integrity.  Do  we  keep  our  word? 
Relational     and     institutional 

trust,  defined  in  this  way,  can  have 
an  impact  on  student  performance. 
It  also  contributes  to  a  very  positive 
professional  climate  of  collegiality, 
and  in  this  way  can  be  seen  as  an 
important  component  of  the  civil 
community  we  try  to  develop  and 
maintain  at  Selwyn  House.

Students  and  teachers  at  Selwyn  House  School  marked 
the  first  anniversary  of  the  terrorist  attacks  of 
September  11,  2001  by  coming  together  on  the 
anniversary  of  that  tragedy  to  share  their  thoughts  and 
impressions. 

In  the  morning,  all  students  from  Kindergarten  through 
Grade  1 1  gathered  for  a  special  assembly  to  remember  the 
previous  year's  terrorist  attacks  in  the  United  States.  Grade 
1 1  student  Sean  Bernstein,  a  member  of  the  Selwyn  House 
public  speaking  team,  read  an  essay  on  his  personal 
thoughts  about  the  events  of  that  day. 

Grade  8  student  Vincent-Charles  Hodder  delivered  the 
speech  with  which  he  won  third  prize  in  last  year's  French 
public  speaking  competition  of  the  Quebec  Association  of 
Independent  Schools,  entitled  "La  violence  a  coutume 
d'engendrer  la  violence." 

In  addition,  Myles  Lann  5B,  Derek  Burrows  6B, 
Stephen  Albers  6B  and  Alexander  Shadeed  5B  each  read  a 
poem  selected  especially  for  the  Selwyn  House  assembly. 

Middle  School  Director  Carol  Manning  read  a  poem  she 
wrote  last  September  12,  when  the  world  was  still  reeling 
from  the  events  of  the  previous  day.  Senior  history  teacher 
Tom  Nicoll  delivered  a  speech  on  how  the  events  of 
September  1 1,  2001  have  changed  the  world. 

The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  Sean's  speech: 

"With  Thanksgiving  coming  up,  I  have  been  thinking 


that  on  some  level,  September  the  11th,  2001 
was  truly  a  day  worth  being  thankful  for.  We 
must  be  thankful  we  are  still  here  today  to 
remember  and  think  and  rebuild  what  was  lost. 
Only  so  much  grieving  can  be  done.  Now  it  is 
time  to  lift  our  heads  up  and  start  all  over  again 
so  as  never  to  let  anything  like  this  happen  again. 
"We  are  the  future  of  this  world.  Our 
generation  must  look  at  this  horrific  day  and  pass 
it  on  as  other  holocausts  have  been  passed  on  to 
us.  Our  children  must  know  what  happened  on 
September  1 1 ,  not  so  they  can  hold  vengeance 
against  those  willing  to  do  us  harm  but  so  we 
may  do  justice  to  those  who  fell  as  victims  and  as 
heroes.  A  white  light  came  down  from  the 
heavens  in  the  guise  of  firefighters,  police 
officers,  and  volunteers.  Glowing  halos  shine 
brightly  over  their  heads.  The  simple  words 
'Thank  you'  barely  seem  to  do  justice  to  their 
heroic  acts.  These  individuals  put  their  lives  in 
danger,  and,  sadly,  some  lost  the  battle  with  fate 
and  never  emerged  from  the  blazing  towers. 
These  individuals  did  not  die  in  vain.  Preserving  the 
memor\'  of  all  those  who  suffered  the  same  terrible  fate 
holds  a  special  place  in  all  our  hearts. 

"A  year  has  now  passed  since  the  world  changed.  We 
have  all  had  time  to  adjust  to  the  new  lifest)'les  of  safety 
precautions  at  airports  and  elsewhere.  The  future  is  our  key. 
Few  remember  the  most  heroic  words  of  this  incredible  day. 
A  Senator,  White  House  representative  or  even  the 
president,  himself,  did  not  speak  them.  A  common  man 
spoke  the  most  amazing  words  on  an  airplane.  'Let's  Roll,' 
the  final  words  spoken  by  a  simple  man.  Todd  Beamer  was 
an  ordinary  man  in  the  wrong  place  during  the  eleventh  of 
September.  Those  resonant  two  words  were  the  final  echoes 
of  a  husband  to  his  wife  as  he  went  to  fight  the  hijackers. 
The  horrific  result  was  an  airplane  crash  in  a  remote  field  in 
Pennsylvania.  This  individual  and  his  companions  give  true 
meaning  to  the  word  'hero'  as  they  saved  thousands  of 
people  by  their  self-sacrifice.  I  stand  here  proud  to  honor 
him  and  speak  his  name." 

The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  Mr.  Hodder's  speech:

The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  Mr. 
NicoU's  speech: 

"Ever)'  year,  I  begin  my  Grade  9  and  1 1 
history  courses  with  a  unit  on  the  importance 
of  history.  Students  often  ask,  'Why  study 
history?'  This  is  a  valid  question,  one  that 
deserves  an  intelligent  response.  The  answer  is 
simple.  In  a  word,  'judgment.'  George 
Santayana  said  that,  'Those  who  cannot 
remember  the  past  are  condemned  to  repeat 
it.'  As  important  as  that  quotation  is,  it  is  not 
enough  just  to  remember  history;  we  must 
study  history  to  learn  from  our  mistakes  and 
successes. 

"In  a  democracy,  it  is  a  citizen's  duty  to 
learn  and  understand  history.  A  citizen's 
obligation  is  not  merely  to  cast  a  ballot  every 
four  years.  He  must  be  aware  of  how  the 
system  works  and  the  pitfalls  to  be  overcome. 
Democracies  are  easy  to  live  in  during  the 
good  times.  The  real  challenge  for  a 
democracy  comes  during  the  difficult  or 
dangerous  periods.  How  will  citizens  respond 
to  threats  to  our  way  of  life  by  external 
enemies  or  terrorists,  domestic  and  foreign?  It 
is  easy  to  allow  governments  to  make  all  the 
decisions  and,  even,  to  relinquish  our  rights 
for  a  sense  of  protection  from  our  enemies. 
This  is  a  grave  danger  to  a  democracy.  Our 
rights  cannot  be  compromised,  or,  worse, 
removed.  We  will  cease  to  be  a  democracy. 
What  happened  to  Japanese  Americans  and 
Canadians  cannot  be  repeated  against 
minorities  in  the  wake  of  9/11.  People  must 
learn  what  democracies  have  been  capable  of 
in  bad  times.  A  democracy  is  not  an  abstract 
idea,  one  in  which  we  believe  only  when  it  is 
convenient.  We  cannot  merely  presume  that 
governments  will  protect  our  liberties. 


"Governments  have  powerftil  forces  at 
their  disposal.  Through  propaganda  and  fear, 
they  can  manipulate  the  masses  to  follow 
dangerous  trends,  or  to  agree  to  a  politician's 
personal  agenda  that  may  be  myopic  in  scope 
and  purpose.  Nationalism  is  also  a  powerftil 
social  force  that  has  been,  and  continues  to  be, 
used  to  rally  citizens  behind  governments. 

"Nationalism  is  important  to  a  country's 
survival.  We  Canadians  are  often  accused  of 
lacking  a  sense  of  nation.  I'm  not  sure  that  this 
is  true.  We  may  just  manifest  it  differently. 

"Unfortunately,  there  is  a  dark  side  to 
nationalism,  as  witnessed  in  Germany,  Japan 
and  Italy  in  the  1930's  and  1940's.  This  is  the 
nationalism  of  xenophobia,  racial  superiority, 
hate,  militarism,  and  ruthless  power.  This  is 
the  nationalism  that  all  people  must  fear. 
Democracies  are  not  exempt  from  the  concept 
of 'might  is  right.' 

"We  are  living  in  dangerous  times,  and 
countries  must  defend  themselves.  Terrorist 
attacks  such  as  9/ 1 1  frighten  people  and  make 
them  demand  protection  from  their 
governments.  But  we  must  be  careftil  what  we 
surrender.  There  must  be  room  for  intelligent 
dissent,  and  the  right  of  a  citizen  to  question 
government  actions  and  to  protest,  if 
necessary.  We  must  be  alert  to  the  signals 
learned  from  past  events,  and  to  question 
ideas  of  legislation  that  threaten  our  liberty. 
We  cannot  blindly  accept  polities  and 
acquiesce  to  governments.  History  can  teach 
us  what  to  do  as  a  nation,  how  citizens  did  or 
did  not  respond  in  the  past. 

"A  thorough  knowledge  of  history  allows 
people  to  understand  why  events  have 
occurred,  and  to  help  in  their  responses  to 
these  events. 

"Our  world  changed  on  September  1 1 , 
200 1 .  We  must  be  vigilant  and  alert  to  threats 
against  our  liberties. 

"History  is  much  more  than  a  series  of 
dates  and  famous  and  infamous  people. 
History  is  replete  with  ideas,  both  good  and 
bad;  it  is  the  manner  in  which  people  respond 
to  these  ideas  that  helps  to  determine  history."

A  Teachers  Experience 


The  Rock

The  ropes  seem  like  infinite  snakes

Camp  Cyclo-hnmersion: 

From  Bromont  to  the  Rockies

Last  August,  a  group  of  eighteen  Cyclo-Immersion 
campers  spent  five  days  in  Bromont,  three  of  which 
were  spent  on  the  mountain.  Each  day  started  with  a 
ride  in  the  chairlift  and  a  descent  through  rocks,  roots,  mud 
and  sharp  curves.  After  the  first  morning,  two  groups  were 
organized  according  to  skill  level  and  experience.  Mountain 
biking  and  the  water  park  provided  hours  of  fun  tor 
ever\'one.  For  some  of  the  boys,  since  it  was  their  third  year 
at  the  camp,  they  got  to  experience  some  difficult  trails  as 
the  week  progressed.  By  Friday,  each  camper  had  increased 
his  balance  and  control  on  the  bike,  and  their  speed  on  the 
harder  trails  got  faster  and  faster. 

Midway  through  the  week,  we  went  to  visit  the  Granby 
Zoo.  We  got  to  see  various  animals  while  giving  a  day  of  rest 
to  our  legs  and  our  behinds.  We  also  went  crazy  in  the  wave 
pool  before  going  on  a  relaxing  ride  down  a  tube  in  the 
Amazon. 

We  finished  the  week  on  the  bicycle  path,  covering  the 
distance  between  Bromont  and  Farnham.  Nicolas  Cazelais, 
Ian  Matheson  and  Tom  Paterson,  the  three  monitors  who 
helped  during  the  week,  did  an  amazing  job  loading  and 
unloading  the  bus.  They  also  had  fun  riding  their  bikes  like 
daredevils. 

In  next  year's  camp,  we  should  see  even  more  progress  in 
terms  of  skill,  as  we  are  planning  to  spend  four  days  at 
Bromont  on  the  mountain.  One  day  we  will  travel  by  bike 
to  Pare  de  la  Yamaska,  where  we  will  spend  the  day  around 
the  lake  doing  a  variety  of  activities. 

Looking  ahead,  I  am  planning  an  awesome  trip  for  older 
boys.  A  group  of  fifteen  campers  from  Grades  7  to  11  will 
be  flying  to  Calgary  at  the  beginning  of  July.  For  two  weeks 
we  will  travel  by  van  through  the  Rockies,  experiencing 


some  breathtaking  activities.  M.  Decelles  and  I  went  and 
planned  this  trip  last  July,  and  we  can't  wait  to  take  the  boys 
out  west. 

Here  are  some  of  the  activities  that  the  participants  will 
experience.  They  will  ride  like  cowboys  on  horseback 
through  the  Kananaskis  Valley.  They  will  crawl  more  than 
two-hundred  meters  beneath  the  surface  of  Grotto 
Mountain  through  over  two  kilometres  of  passageway. 
While  in  the  cave,  we  will  rappel  down  a  twenty-metre  hole. 

Whitewater  rafting  in  the  Horseshoe  Canyon  section  of 
the  Bow  River  will  be  another  thrilling  experience,  as  will  a 
day  trip  canoeing  the  Bow  River  between  Banff  and  Lake 
Louise.  Two  days  of  rock  climbing  in  the  heart  of  the 
Rockies  is  something  nobody  should  miss. 

Another  unforgettable  experience  will  be  the  two  days  of 
mountain  biking.  In  Golden,  B.C.,  the  gondola  will  take  us 
to  the  top  of  the  mountain  in  twelve  minutes.  From  there, 
we  will  descend  3,600  feet  on  our  bikes. 

In  between  these  activities,  we  will  take  day  hikes  to 
different  summits,  like  Sulphur  Mountain  and  Cascade 
Amphitheatre  in  Banff  A  challenge  for  all  involved  will  be 
a  two-day  hike  in  Johnston  Canyon.  A  picturesque 
opportunity  will  be  a  final  hike  up  Ha  Ling  Peak  in 
Canmore,  which  offers  some  of  the  best  views  of  the 
Rockies. 

We  will  be  holding  an  information  evening  for  boys  and 
parents  interested  in  taking  part  in  this  trip.  At  that  time,  we 
will  answer  all  questions  and  provide  all  the  necessary 
details.  The  information  evening  will  be  announced  in  early 
November  in  the  mailbag.

In  years  past,  on  our  annual  trip  to  Stratford,  Ontario,  we 
have  taken  in  a  mixture  of  Shakespearean  and 
contemporary  plays.  But  this  September  we  took  the 
risk  of  seeing  three  works  by  the  Bard:  Henry  VI,  Romeo  and 
Juliet,  and  King  Lear,  two  of  which  are  being  taught  in  the 
English  Department.  Predictably,  the  boys  (and  their 
chaperones)  found  the  theatre  experience  a  little  ponderous. 
Still,  when  the  boys  study  one  of  the  latter  plays  this  winter, 
this  dramatic  exposure  should  help  their  understanding. 

Stratford  takes  some  eight  hours  to  reach  by  bus — rest 
stops  included — but  the  time  is  put  to  good  use.  Since  the 
trip  is  partly  designed  to  foster  class  solidarity,  our  travel 
permitted  the  boys  to  socialize  at  length  away  from  home. 
This  year,  we  stayed  at  The  Festival  Inn,  whose  broad  lawns 
and  swimming  pool  made  for  two  fun  days. 

Our  first  play,  Henry  VI,  Part  2,  seems  to  have  most 
impressed  the  boys.  It  opened  with  one  of  the  pretenders  to 
Henr)''s  throne.  Jack  Cade,  a  "setter  up  and  plucker  down  of 
kings,"  appearing  in  the  audience,  shouting  his  lines  with 
bawdy  relish.  A  long  line  of  near-usurpations  and  pitched 
battles     followed,     with     Henry     himself    representing 


continuity  and  obedience:  "Blessed  are  the  peacemakers  on 
earth."  The  fact  that  we  sat  very  close  to  the  stage  made  the 
play  quite  vivid. 

The  Friday  lineup  began  with  King  Lear,  starring 
Christopher  Plummer,  whom  some  of  the  boys  remembered 
from  movies.  We  were  part  of  a  full  house  at  the  gorgeous 
Festival  Theatre,  where  fanfares  call  the  audience  back  from 
intermission.  On  a  personal  note,  I  found  Plummer's 
performance  pitch-perfect,  but  Lear  is  a  play  that  contains 
both  baffling  sub-plots  and  a  great  deal  of  "mad"  dialogue 
between  Lear  and  his  Fool,  both  of  which  proved  difficult 
to  follow.  Nonetheless,  an  interesting  afternoon. 

The  last  play  we  saw,  Romeo,  both  pleased  and  frustrated 
our  group.  The  plot  was  easier  to  follow  than  Lears,  but  two 
of  the  actors,  Juliet  and  Friar  Laurence,  seemed  to  shout, 
rather  than  act,  their  parts.  Lest  this  seem  normal,  the  actor 
playing  Juliet's  father  delivered  as  impressive  a  performance 
as  I've  seen  at  Stratford. 

In  sum,  I'd  judge  this  year's  theatre  experience  a  qualified 
success  and  would  give  the  overall  trip  a  thumbs-up.

"We're  trying  to  expose  our  students  to  a  variety  of  ways 
in  which  they  might  contribute  to  their  community," 
explains  Headmaster  Mitchell.  "We  try  to  teach  our 
students  to  be  lifelong,  independent  learners,  and  we  hope 
that,  in  this  way,  they  may  also  become  lifelong, 
independent  volunteers. " 

This  is  the  second  Volunteer  Fair  for  SHS,  which  last 
year  launched  a  Community  Service  programme  that 
requires  Senior  School  students  to  complete  ten  hours  of 
volunteer  service  per  year.  In  addition,  some  students  have 
chosen  a  Community  Arts  Option  in  which  they  will 
perform  community  service.

First,  a  big  welcome  to  Ziad  Tabarah,  our  new  chef  who 
seems  to  be  holding  his  own  with  all  our  fussy  eaters!  So  far, 
all  the  boys  seem  happy  and  excited  about  the  different 
lunches  they  are  seeing  and,  yes,  EATING!  A  reminder  that 
this  is  a  transition  year  and  we  expect  even  more 
improvements  in  the  new  dining  room  next  year.  We 
continue  to  strive  for  different  menu  ideas.  The  boys,  for 
the  most  part,  seem  truly  happy,  and  reports  from  the 
kitchen  are  that  plates  are  coming  back  empty!  This  a  good 
start  with  our  new  chef  Ziad.  We  hope  it  continues. 

In  an  effort  to  keep  the  students  and  parents  informed, 
we  will  be  publishing  a  regular  report  on  what  has  been 
discussed  at  Nutrition  Committee  meetings  as  well  as  at 
meetings  involving  the  kitchen  staff  the  directors  of  the 
school,  and  Sodexho,  the  food  services  company.  The 
kitchen  reports  that,  overall,  there  is  a  lot  less  waste  and 
leftovers.  Kids  are  eating  more  this  year,  and  there  are  fewer 
complaints  from  the  students  and  the  parents.  The  menu  is 
drawn  up  each  month  with  input  from  the  Nutrition 
Committee,  the  school  directors  and  Christine  Gervais  and 
Sharon  Cozens  of  the  PVA.  During  past  discussions  the 
following  changes/additions  have  been  implemented: 

•  A  daily  menu  is  posted  for  students  outside  the 
dining  room  (bulletin  board) 

•  The  kitchen  is  peanut  and  pork  free 

•  Vegetarians  who  are  known  to  the  school  are 
permitted  to  enter  the  kitchen  for  a  meat-free  lunch 
plate  (the  directors  who  supervise  each  lunch  know 
who  these  boys  are). 

•  Fresh  fruit  is  offered  throughout  the  season.  There 
has  been  a  variety  of  apples,  grapes,  orange  wedges, 
and  melon.  The  students  are  eating  a  lot  of  this  very 
appealing  fruit,  but  we  learned  that  pears  are  not 
popular. 

•  Corn  on  the  cob  was  a  big  hit  in  September. 

•  Pasta  days  are  scattered  throughout  the  month  and 
are  not  always  on  a  Monday.  The  sauce  is  served  on 
the  side  so  that  this  meal  will  appeal  to  more  people. 


The  meatballs  are  a  very  popular  addition.  Once 
again,  a  meatless  sauce  is  available  for  vegetarians. 

•  Fajitas  are  very  popular  and  are  served  with  the 
preferred  soft  tortillas  instead  ot  pita  bread. 

•  The  bread  basket  has  returned  to  the  tables  with  a 
variety  of  fresh  bread  and  crackers  for  the  students. 

•  Pizza  delivered  by  Little  Caesar's  was  served  for  the 
first  time  and  was  very  popular.  This  will  be  a 
monthly  treat  for  the  students,  as  it  has  proven  to  be 
just  as  economical  as  buying  frozen  pizzas.  Although 
the  students  ate  more  of  the  delivery  pizza,  there  was 
less  waste  compared  to  the  other  brand  previously 
served.  Thanks  to  Little  Caesar's  for  offering  us  a 
school  rate. 

•  Soup  is  back  on  the  menu  now  that  the  colder 
weather  has  returned. 

•  It's  interesting  to  note  that  the  erudite  platters  served 
daily  are  not  as  popular  at  First  Lunch  as  parents  of 
those  boys  would  hope.  It  seems  that  the  older 
students  eat  more  of  those  raw  veggies. 

•  Apple  juice  is  an  addition  this  year  that  seems  to  be 
going  down  well. 

•  The  vending  machine  in  the  Senior  School  has  been 
discussed  at  meetings  with  the  School's  Directors,  and 
it  was  decided  to  remove  chocolate  products  this  year. 
Results  indicate  that  sales  have  not  suffered.  (These 
sales  help  fund  the  Gr.  1 1  Grad). 

•  The  After-School  Programme  snacks  have  also  been 
considered  in  our  discussions.  Ziad  has  offered  a 
variety  of  nutritious  snacks  for  the  students  (cheese 
sticks,  carrots  and  dip,  etc.) 

•  Things  to  look  forward  to  in  November's  menu: 
Sloppy  Joes,  smoked  meat  sandwiches,  and  Little 
Caesar's  Pizza. 

•  Many  thanks  to  the  First  Lunch  volunteer  parents 
and  to  Belanie  Lacey,  coordinator,  who  have  provided 
extra  supervision.

I  welcome  you  again,  on  behalf  of  the  whole  library  staff,  to 
the  final  year  that  this  incarnation  of  the  Geoffrey  Wanstall 
Memorial  Library  will  be  in  operation  lull  swing. 

It  is  just  so  exciting  to  watch  the  progress  ol  the 
construction  of  our  new  building.  For  all  ot  us  it  has  been 
Burtons  Mike  Mulligan  and  his  Steam  Slwrel  come  to  life. 

The  dynamite  blasts  Irom  next  door,  where  our  old  hockey 
rink  used  to  be,  seem  to  synchronize  with  the  most  exciting 
parts  of  my  story  hours;  you  know,  the  parts  where  I  scream. 
The  black,  shatter-proof  curtains  covering  all  the  western 
windows  have  made  the  Silent  Study  Area  a  bit  ot  a 
fluorescent-lighted  grim  place.  We  are  attempting  to 
counteract  the  gloom  with  Halloween  and  autumn 
decorations  and  multiple  red  and  white  halogen  study  lamps 
from  Ikea. 

All  ol  it  just  adds  to  the  festive  feeling  as  new  fall  books  roll 
in  and  our  volunteers  return  to  join  us.  Speaking  of  volunteers, 
I  want  to  recommend  an  excellent  new  book  that  I  forced 
upon  my  Yosemite  National  Park  Volunteers  over  the  summer 
season. 

The  book  in  question  was  praised  to  the  sky  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chronicle,  by  the  Atlantic  Monthly  and  the  Netv  York 
Times  Book  Review,  is  up  for  a  Governor  General's  Award  and 
also  recently  won  Britain's  prestigious  Booker  Prize.  The  Life  of 
Pi,  by  Montrealer  Yann  Martel,  is  just  fascinating.  The  author 
weaves  a  story  of  possibilit)'  and  fantasy  through  a  narrative  of 
shipwreck  survival  involving  some  very 
unlikely  companions:  a  hyena,  a  Bengal  tiger,  a 
zebra,  an  orangutan  and  a  hapless  human 
immigrant  heading  for  Canada.  I  must  admit 
that  some  of  my  volunteers  found  it  just  a  bit 
too  stark  in  spots.  But  others  loved  it  as  much 
as  I,  and  I  urged  them  all  on... just  short  of 
giving  a  quiz. 

(Speaking  of  Yosemite,  we  have  a 
substantial  librar\-  in  our  Volunteer 
Campground.  And  by  the  way,  you  are  all 
invited  to  join  us  and  be  month-long 
volunteers  for  the  National  Park  Service  in 
Yosemite  National  Park.) 

I  should  also  say  that  a  favorite  library 
purchase  this  fall  has  been  the  series  called 
Epidemics:  Deadly  Diseases  Throughout  History, 
which  features  volumes  devoted  to  the  likes  of 
Ebola,  Tuberculosis,  Malaria  and  the  Plague. 
The  boys  just  love  the  set,  but  the  teachers  are 
disgusted.
